Tue rapid growth of the exports of boots and 
shoes from the United States is attracting the atten- 
tion of the manufacturing world and of the repre- 
sentatives in the United States of the manufacturing 
countries of the world. The British commercial agent 
in the United States has forwarded to his home govern- 
ment a statement regarding the exportation of boots 
and shoes from the United States, in which he cites the 
figures relating to our exports to the United Kingdom, 
British West Indies, Australasia and Africa, and says: 
“A glance at these figures will show how American- 
made boots and shoes are being pushed with success in 
-places where British-made goods ought to have prac- 
tically the mongply.” 








Tue French Chamber of Deputies has passed an 
“Anti-Millionaire” bill which ought to be efficient in re- 
straining Frenchmen from acquiring excessive wealth. 
The bill provides that when an inheritance exceeds 
$200,000 the succession tax shall be increased by one- 
twelfth and for each successive $200,000 there shall be 
a progressively increased tax until $4,000,000 is reached, 
when the ordinary tax shall be doubled. For $10,000,- 
000 the tax is to be two and one-half times the ordinary 
tax and for $20,000,000 it is to be tripled. The time is 
evidently coming in France when the millionaire will 
have to go abroad to die or dispose of his property by 
gift. For the new law applies to gifts made to heirs 
during one’s lifetime as well as at one’s demise. But 
it is considered doubtful whether the French Senate will 
pass the bill. There are not wanting assertions that it 
was passed “for buncombe.” It will afford an excellent 
text for electioneering orators. 
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Members of the Minnesota legislature are talking 
of taking steps to protect local iron interests from out- 
side interests, and are urging upon the fellow mem- 
bers that an act be passed constituting the governor, 
attorney-general and auditor a committee to take such 
action as the conditions may warrant to hold corpora- 
tions to their admitted functions. Also that any cor- 
poration organized in Minnesota (such as Minnesota 
Iron) that permits a majority of its stock to be acquired 
by a corporation organized elsewhere be declared for- 
feited. And finally that the state shall pass laws pre- 
scribing special licenses and taxes upon corporations 
doing business in the state whose capital stock does not 
represent actual investment or that is above a certain 
limit. It is also proposed that the state make an inves- 
tigation to see if any shippers of iron ore are favored 
by special or private rates or drawbacks, and that the 
freight rates on ore be reduced materially by the State 
Board of Railway and Warehouse Commissioners. The 
United States Steel Corporation and other large con- 
sumers depend on Minnesota for a large share of their 
ore. 








J. STEPHEN JEANS, editor of the London Iron and 
Coal Trades Review, in a recent article on the world’s 
iron trade, declares that the iron trade was always more 
or less fruitful in surprises, and that of all the great 
industries of the world, its future can be predicted 
with the least confidence. Every now and again great 
booms are generated which were never anticipated, 
and depressions follow that no human foresight can 
fathom. Such has been the recent experience of this 
great industry to a much larger extent than usual, and 
for the more striking elements of the unexpected the 
United States must be held mainly responsible. The 
enormous increase of pig-iron production in that coun- 
try in 1899, the enormous and phenomenally rapid rise 
ef prices during that year, the considerable scale on 
which the export of iron and steel to Europe was begun 
and carried on, the establishment of so-called consolida- 
tions of capital on a scale never previously dreamt of, 
the rapid and colossal development of iron-ore supplies 
in the Lake Superior region, the generally large scale 
on which all mechanical industries have been expanded 
—these are but a few of the surprises sprung upon 
Europe within a recent period.

The difference in cost per ton per mile is due to 


the difference in the quality of the roads, and, there- 


fore, in the hauling power of the horse. The cost in the 
Pacific states is 21 cents per ton per mile, while the 
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railroad charge is less than one-half cent per ton per 
mile. 

Surely this information compiled by this enter- 
prising Pacific coast journal is a striking argument in 
favor of good roads. The short-sighted policy of mer- 
chants in small communities and of farmers is often as- 
tounding. The farmer stays at home rather than 
journey three or four miles through impassible mud, 
and the merchant wonders why trade is dull. The 
farmer reads of prices given for produce and com- 
plains bitterly because he cannot haul his stuff to market 
owing to the weather, and yet both farmer and mer- 
chant will very decidedly kick against the payment of 
taxes necessary to secure good roads. One would sup- 
pose from the way the average rural community fights 
shy of a road proposition that a gravel road was about 
as expensive as a railroad, besides being a highly un- 
remunerative investment, while the fact is that money 
put into good roads will enhance farm values. 








The University of Wisconsin, Madi- 
son, Wis., are taking an interesting de- 
parture in that they are establishing 
a summer school for apprentices and arti- 
sans for 1901. This school will run from 
July ist to August 9th, and has been established for the 
benefit of machinists, carpenters, or sheet-metal work- 
ers; stationary, marine, or locomotive engineers; shop- 
foremen and superintendents ; superintendents of water 
works, electric light plants, power stations, factories, 
large office and store buildings in cities; and. for the 
young men who wish to qualify themselves for such posi- 
tions. For these employments the full four-years’ pro- 
fessional courses in engineering are not required, and 
yet to satisfy the present demands upon this class of 
men it is necessary for them to obtain considerable 
theoretical and practical knowledge not commonly 
taught in any of our schools. 

In the case of apprentices the purpose of the school 
is to give them a certain amount of theoretical and 
practical instruction in the line of their trade, which 
they would not get in the shops, but it is not the pur- 
pose of the school to give the shop practice which they 
are expected to receive in serving their apprenticeship. 

From their circular giving the raison d’etre for this 
school, we make the following interesting excerpt: 

“The machine trades lie at the basis of all manu- 
facturing, and superiority in these very largely sustains 
our modern national prosperity. The practical abandon- 
ment of the apprecenticeship system, also, as a result of 
the very general adoption of labor-saving machinery, 
and the common practice of confining a workman to the 
operation of a single type of machine, leaves our young 
men with no means of acquiring that wide and thorough 
knowledge of the machinist’s trade which formerly they 
could obtain in the workshops by a long apprentice- 
ship. For these reasons some new kind of industrial ed- 
ucation becomes imperative. Many young men in the 
industrial employments are now receiving instruction 
through one of our many correspondence schools, and 
some of them are being greatly helped in this way. 
These schools do not give any personal instruction, 
however, and they can offer no shop or laboratory 
facilties.”

A letter written by J. F. Hemenway, 
Telephone of the Smith & Hemenway Co., appear- 
Rates. ing in the March 21st issue of a New 
York daily, deals-forcefully with the com- 
parative prices of telephone service in this country and 
abroad. Mr. Hemenway being.a New Yorker, and 
writing directly to the New York public, he naturally 
uses New York telephone rates as his basis of price com- 
parisons of American and European hello service, but 
his strictures on the high price charged for telephone 
service in Gotham is equally applicable to conditions in 
Chicago, or any other of our cities where there is at 
present a telephonic monoply. In the course of this 
article Mr. Hemenway says: 

“The people in Greater New York have been cry- 
ing out for years on account of the tremendous rates. 
For the sake of contrast take Stockholm, Sweden, which 
is a city of about 300,000 inhabitants, and where there 
are nearly, if not quite, 30,000 telephones, the minimum 
rate being $10 per year for 400 calls or 100 calls quart- 
erly, and the maximum rate $16 per year. Greater 
New York has considerably over 3,000,000 inhabitants 
and only 60,000 telephones. The maximum rate here is 
$240 per year and the minimum rate $60 per year. 
Compare the rate per call in Stockholm, where there are 
one-half as many telephones as in New York City, 2%4 
cents minimum, to the rate per call in New York City, 
where there are 60,000 telephones, 10 cents, and the con- 
trast is very marked. 

“To secure the competition which the people de- 
sire there must be some public spirit, and to that end 
any company beginning to build up a telephone system 
here must begin in a comparatively small way, but 
should have a rapid growth. The immediate effect 
should be a reduction in the rates, and if later on the 
number of subscribers to the two systems should be 
more nearly equal and the rates about the same, the 
number of people who could be reached by the two 
systems would be very much larger than at present ; and 
this should be at a cost not far greater than the pres- 
ent cost.” 

Telephone rates amount to a great deal more than 
people generally think. Take the case of a prosperous 
retail hardware dealer, located in Chicago, who ponies 
up his $125 a year for a telephone. His workmen go™ 
out to set up stoves, repair roofs, etc., every day in the 
year, and quite often some little kink comes up to the 
workman on the ground that requires communication 
with his employer, and a dime is dropped into the little 
slot in some adjacent drug store. Then the progressive 
merchant while around the city frequently has to call 
up his office on some reason or another, and many of 
these conversations will cost him his little dime, while 
others will be on telephones of business friends, and 
hence free. This demand for extra telephone service is 
particularly sharp in the hardware trade, as much of 
the work of large houses is in unfinished houses or 
stores where telephone connections have not been ar- 
ranged. Taking these things into consideration and the 
Chicago hardware merchant doing a large business who 
gets off with a total payment of $200 a year to the tele- 
phone monopoly is by no means rare. 

The Chicago jobber or manufacturer who has a long 
distance telephone pays $175 a year, and is obliged to 








ante up very liberally every time he uses the long dis- 
tance connection at that. 

If, as Mr. Hemenway says, Stockholm telephones 
can pay dividends with a charge. of 21% cents there is 
no reason why the rate per call in our American cities 
should be 10 cents. 

The remedy for excessive telephone charges lies 
in competition, and it is only by a leaning of public 
opinion towards a new company that present exorbitant 
rates can be broken.

In my varied travels possibly more than a thous- 
and different hardware stores have been yisited. It 
would not be an exaggeration to say fifteen hundred 
or more. Of the number the larger amount could be 
called orderly and well kept, while not a few ranked 
above the average in appointments, some of these in 
the smaller business places. 

Quite recently it became my lot to call at perhaps 
the most disorderly one of the whole bunch, and of 
the fifteen hundred or more some have been poor 
indeed, as regards neatness, orderly management, etc. 

LOOKED AS THOUGH CYCLONE HAD PLOUGHED 

THROUGH IT. 


The building itself was a good one. The stock, 
which was large and fairly well selected, would have 
been in keeping with the average best, had order marked 
its arrangement. The room was large, but the stock 
looked. as though a cyclone had plowed through it. 
It was in windrows, piles, heaps, one thing upon an- 
other in endless confusion, stoves, ploughs, pumps, 
churns, washing machines, nails, tinware, all in a con- 
fused mass, with scarcely a passage way to get through 
the debris. 

LITERARY CLERK AND BOOZY BOSS. 

This, however, could have been overlooked and ex- 
cused, but the genteel clerk sat in the rear quietly read- 
ing a book and the proprietor (God save the mark) was 
perched in a chair upon a raised platform, his feet 
resting on a sewing machine, his physical person 
wrapt in drunken stupor. 

CAUSE FOR DISGUST. 


I walked out, both disgusted and mortified. Dis- 
gusted at the man who will take another’s money, sit 
by, see all the ruin and waste, with no single effort to 
retrieve loss or save a wasting business. Such is a 
robbery worse than the highwayman’s. My mortifica- 
tion was from the fact that a man, naturally smart and 
intelligent, with average business ability, should so 
far lose control over his appetite and passions as to 
become possibly an outcast. For him I could do much 
and would willingly aid him to a better life. 

For the other man only my contempt should fol- 
low him until the lesson now before him has awakened 
a manly spark sufficient to teach him the difference 
between man’s inhumanity to man and man’s duty to 
his fellow man. 

IT would like to take the one man by the hand, 
lead him into better paths, letting the other one traverse 
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the desert ways until the forceful thought has builded 
a reflective, generous manhood in his heart. 
UNFOUNDED COMPLAINTS. 

¥o where and when you will one will find not a few 
complaints about their business. The other fellow is 
getting it all. Often that other fellow is hundreds of 
miles away, and only in touch with the purchasing pub- 
lic through a long range, indirect channel. Is not 
much of this the dealer’s own fault? In the lack of 
forceful work and being unable to grasp the condi- 
tions and present his case? When a dealer tells you 
he cannot get more than $25 or $30 for a range 
among his neighbors and acquaintances, and the ped- 
dler, a stranger, unknown, comes along and puts a dozen 
into his neighborhood for from $64 to $73, a piece of 
goods of much less value, what does it indicate? When 
you find a dealer searching for a piece of goods with a 
small price, regardless of values, because he says he 
must have it to meet competition, or must have it so as 
to be able to undersell his neighbor and catch the busi- 
ness, what does it signify? 

ONLY ONE SHOT IN THEIR LOCKER. 

When you find a manufacturer sending out his rep- 
resentatives with but one argument, “price,” as a selling 
factor, what does it mean? Day after day travelers 
are going about, “tobacco fashion,” the largest piece 
of goods for the least money. Where is the ending? 
What the final results ? 

A SALESMAN’S ARGUMENT. 

Not long since I was an unavoidable listener to a 
salesman’s argument, twice repeated during the day 
and evening. He began with a steel range, which he 
presented in an argumentative way. Talked of its 
finish, its material, contrasted it with every other 
known make, extolled it as better than the best, as the 
par excellence of the family, without a peer or known 
competitor in composition, make up or dress. Then he 
asked the dealer if he thought a steel range was as good 
as a cast, answering the question himself by saying, he 
considered the cast much the better. From this he 
dropped to a cheap cast cook at $10, a sample order, 
immediate shipment, full dating. 

As the harness man from Milwaukee would say, 
that would kill a rooster. It was a flight from the sub- 
lime to the ridiculous. 

CHEAP, CHEAPER, CHEAPEST. 

In another case the burden of a salesman’s song 
was price, price, cheap, cheaper, cheapest. 

If trade in certain lines is weakening, becoming 
demoralized, who is to blame, manufacturer or dealer? 
Which one has the right to call the kettle black? Which 
one is the vital aggressor in competition? Will the 
manufacturer force competition lower and lower by 
making price goods? 

SHOULD WORK ON BASIS OF VALUES. 

Would not general results be bettered by working 
upon the basis of values, good values and fair marginal 
profits? Suppose a salesman goes out and succeeds in 
selling six or ten tin stoves at $1.25 to $3.00 a pierce. 
what has he accomplished? What has his house accom- 
plished? What has the dealer accomplished when he 
has resold them at 20 or 25 per cent advance ?

TOOLS AND LIGHT MACHINERY.

If some bibulous 
fly starts in to acquire a regular fly poison jag it is apt 
to soar to that beautiful shore where the cobwebs never 
enter and eternal baldness reigns—but the trouble is 
too many flies only take an occasional drink. When 
baby gets to playing peek-a-boo with sticky fly paper 
there is joy in the house. Sometimes we ourselves caress 
a sheet when feeling in the dark for a match.

THE FREIGHT QUESTION. 





Gurney & Co., Boston, Mass., have devoted some 
study to the question of freights, and use the following 
system of designation for freight conditions, whose per 
usal will doubtlessly prove of benefit to buyers and 
sellers everywhere. 

First. Our deliveries are made at the factory or 
warehouse. 

Second. “Freight allowance” means that we allow 
the amount of freight mentioned in the order. 

Third. “F, O. B.” means free on board either cars 
or boat at shipping point. 

Fourth. “Freights allowed” means that we allow 
the full freight. 

Fifth. “Carload freight allowed” means that we al- 
low carload rate on less than carloads. 

Sixth. “Delivered” means that we deliver F. O. B. 
at destination. 

Seventh. “Sidewalk delivery” means that we pay 
the freights and deliver the goods on the custemer’s 
sidewalk. 

Eighth. “Freight prepaid” means freight prepaid 
by shipper. 

Ninth. “Cartage” means the teaming of the 
goods from the warehouse or factory to the transporta- 
tion company. 
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KEEPING TRACK OF DISCOUNT SHEETS. 





C. B. Carter, secretary of the Southern Hardware 
Jobbers’ Association, while in Asheville, N. C., at the 
recent meeting of the executive committee of the South- 
ern Hardware Jobbers’ Association, visited the store 
of Penniman Bros., conducted and owned by Miss 
Penniman. Both Mr. Carter and the members of the 
executive committee of the S. H. J. A. were very much 
taken with the system she used in keeping track of 
price lists and discount sheets, which is thus de- 
scribed in a letter sent by Mr. Carter to the mem- 
bers of the Southern Hardware Jobbers’- Association, 
under cover of March 21st: 

“Whilethesystem which Miss Penniman has adopted 
is not an intricate one, yet it is a most excellent ar- 
rangement and one which perhaps none of our mem- 
bers has adopted, and the executive committee are sat- 
isfied that all of our members could adopt the same to 
good advantage. You have all experienced more or less 
difficulty on keeping track of price lists and discount 
sheets of the various catalogues received and will 
doubtless acknowledge how provoked you sometimes 
get in failing to find a certain discount sheet, and to 
relieve this difficulty, Miss Penniman has pasted an 
envelope on the inside of the front of each catalogue— 
pasting the writing side down. This discount sheet is 
folded and placed in the envelope. The catalogue is 
then filed for future reference. When you have oc- 











list and discounts applying to any certain article, all 
you have to do is to turn to the front of the catalogue; 
turn back the flap of the envelope, take out the enclos- 
urers, and there you are. If occasion arises where a 
customer desires the catalogue for examination, and you 
do not wish him to see the price list or discount sheet, 
it requires but a second to take the same out of the 
envelope and give him the book. Many of the job- 
ers merely paste the discount sheets in the back of 
their catalogues, and when occasion arises, where the 
book is loaned, they would, of course, have to tear out 
the sheets, and this would convey to the customer that 
vou were trying to keep certain information from him, 
whereas, if the envelope method had been used, there 
would have been no want of confidence.” 





THE PENNSYLVANIA WHOLESALE HARDWARE 
AND SUPPLY ASSOCIATION. 





The jobbers in eastern Pennsylvania had long had 
in their minds the question of forming an associa- 
tion, not only because it was a necessity in order to 
have harmonious action among themselves, but also be- 
cause the manufacturers of many lines of goods are 
doing their utmost to protect the jobbing trade to the 
fullest extent, and, that the jobbers might derive all the 
advantages possible from this position on the part of 
the manufacturers, they must work together and in 
accord; hence the need of this association. 

With this purpose in view, the jobbers got to- 
gether and held a preliminary meeting in Scranton, 
Saturday, February 9th, of this year, the cities of 
Wilkesbarre and Scranton being represented at the 
same. This meeting proved eminently successful, and 
the jobbers agreed that they should formally invite all 
the regular jobbing houses in the eastern part of Penn- 
sylvania to be present at a meeting to be held in Wilkes- 
barre on March 15th, to consider this subject in all its 
bearings, and to determine whether it would be well to 
organize. 

This plan was carried out; the invitations were 
issued, and, on March 15th, a meeting was held at 
the Westmoreland Club, in Wilkesbarre, the following 
houses being represented :

Bright & Co., Pottsville.

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Leavenworth, C. E. Morgan, W. H. Conyngham, T. J. 
Leavenworth and T. James Fernley, secretary and treas- 
urer of the National Hardware Association of the 
United States, who had been specially invited to attend 
this meeting. 

The meeting was called to order by Captain Straw, 
of Wilkesbarre, at 10 o’clock a. m. F. A. Phelps, of 
Wilkesbarre, was elected temporary chairman, and B. 
F. Morgan, of Wilkesbarre, as temporary secretary. 

It was an open meeting; freedom of speech was 
predominant. Each individual member was requested 
to state his personal opinion before the entire meeting 
as to whether he was in favor of the organizing of this 
association or not, and why. This was done, and it was 
the unanimous sentiment of all the gentlemen present 
that the association be formed. 

Mr. Fernley eloquently presented all the advan- 
tages accruing to members of such an association, as 
gathered from his experience as secretary and treasurer 
of the National Association. He made prominent the 
fact that individual concerns could not expect to ac- 
complish the same work as could be done through an 
organized body. His remarks were well received, and 
all the members concurred with all the sentiments ex- 
pressed. 

A motion was next made that the chairman appoint 
a committee of five to nominate officers for one year, 
commencing March 15th.

Upon discussion it was decided that the name of 
the organization should be The Pennsylvania Wholesale 
Hardware and Supply Association. 

Rules and by-laws for the new association were 
then adopted. 

The next meeting was arranged for June 20th, to 
meet in Scranton. 

After adjournment a delightful luncheon was 
tendered the visiting members by the Wilkesbarre con- 
cerns belonging to the association.

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DUTIES OF EXECUTIVE COMMITTEES OF RE- 
TAIL HARDWARE ASSOCIATIONS. 


BY THOMAS J. M CRACKEN. 


(Secretary of Minnesota Retail Hardware Dealers’ 
Association. ) 
ISSUES ARE BROADENING. 

“There is no question but what an executive head, 
or, if you please, court of arbitration, to and through 
whom knotty state problems could be referred, would 
be much more readily adjusted by the prestige brought 
to bear from an association of states, rather than by 
the individual action of any state, however strong. 
The issues involved in future association work are ever 
casion to refer to the catalogue, and desire to know the 
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broadening, and are far more comprehensive than can 
be successfully met single handed, and we cannot ignore 
the fact that questions are continually arising in the 
settlement of which the concensus of opinion of the 
largest number of wide awake and thoroughly progres- 
sive and earnest workers in the different state organiza- 
tions must be obtained, and voiced through the action 
of a strong executive committee of the national asso- 
ciation. 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE WORK. 

“And right here we believe the executive commit- 
tees of state associations do and have not availed them- 
selves of the privileges accorded them or the duties 
imposed upon them. They are, and of right should be, 
the association, governing, controlling, directing, guid- 
ing and acting for the association on all matters com- 
ing before them during the year. 

“It should be made imperative upon them to meet 
regularly, at least three times between annual meet- 
ings, and associations should remember in electing them 
that they are in duty and in honor bound to sustain 
their action when in convention assembled. 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEES OUT OF TOUCH. 


“How many of our state executive committees are 
at the present time so in touch with the needs of ef- 
fective association work? Not one, and is it possible 
that as an organized whole we can afford to permit 
another year to pass carelessly by dormant and inactive, 
until another annnual meeting? We hope not. What 
are we doing looking to the assistance of our retail deal- 
ers as against the baneful influence of the catalogue 
and supply house trade? 

“Can we prevent them from securing all the goods 
they can pay for? Most assuredly not. Is not this 
one question worthy the earnest and immediate con- 
sideration of every state association in the land? We 
think so. Have we any remedy to apply? We believe 


we have, but along different lines than we have hereto-’ 


fore followed. 
JOBBERS ARE LOYAL. 


“State jobbers and manufacturers within the 
states having associations already formed are, as a 
whole, loyal to us, and upon these several organiza- 
tions we can surely rely to have them exert an untold 
influence by keeping in line with association work. We 
haye in the National Hardware Association a mighty 
factor and one whose influence cannot and will not be 
ignored by manufacturers. Do our state associations 
appreciate the far reaching benefits we derive from their 
co-operation with us? We fear not. Very few eastern 
manufacturers seek the retail dealers’ trade in the west 
and therefore entirely ignore our associations. They 
do, however, seek the jobbing trade, and must of neces- 
sity have their patronage. Now it appears to us, if we 
commence upon manufacturers in the east—at the 
other end of the line—and work towards the west, we 
will be successful. No effort in this direction, in so 
far as we are aware, has ever been made, except by the 
national retail association, and state organizations have 
not given the latter the cordial recognition it should 
have received. 










WOULD EXERT POWERFUL INFLUENCE. 

“We can say to these manufacturers, who seem t 
think they cannot live without selling this trade, g 
ahead and sell them, but remember, the National Hard 
ware Association, the National Retail Dealers 
Association, and every state retail hardware associatio1 
say to you, if you permit your line of goods to be adver- 
tised and quoted at ruinously cut prices, or, in other 
words, if you do not, when such sales are made, abso- 
lutely protect the jobber and the retailer from such ille 
gitimate competition, they will not handle your wares. 
How many manufacturers, think you, would reject this 
reasonable and business-like proposition, and how long 
would they continue to sell this objectionable trade ? 

THE HARDWARE BROKER. 

“Another very important question concerning alike 
the retailer, the jobber. and manufacturer, is: what dis- 
position to,make of the. hardware. broker, who ordi- 
narily carries no stock of goods, hath no abiding place, 
carries no samples, but represents as many manufac- 
turers as he can conveniently carry catalogues for, and 
is agent direct for as many lines as he can obtain, or 
as many names of different manufacturers as will 
esthetically appear upon his business card. Cannot 
we in justice claim from manufacturers that the same 
restriction be applied to the broker? Here is the source 
through which catalogue and supply houses receive their 
staple articles in the hardware line. 

“Ts it not worth while for our executive commit- 
tees in all states to take these matters up at once and 
formulate some plan or take some united action look- 
ing to our relief? Are we not all working upon lines 
too narrow, illiberal and not calculated to return to 
us the benefits which we should receive, and which we 
can now have for the asking? 

RESTS WITH THE ASSOCIATIONS. 


“Our associations are in position to so shape their 
future action along conservative lines that much of the 
antagonism heretofore existing against them will give 
way to co-operative labor in their behalf, and if we do 
not, as a whole, avail ourselves of this golden oppor- 
tunity now presented we deserve to suffer therefor later 
on. Our hope lies in associated organization, and we 
must not lose sight of this cardinal requirement, how- 
ever strong we may be as individual state associa- 
tions. 

“We trust that state secretaries will see to it at 
once that their executive committee be advised upon all 
matters requiring their attention. Let us all put our 
shoulder to the wheel to maintain what we have gained, 
and gain, in so far as possible,, what we maintain, that 
the year 1901 may be memorable in the advancement of 
association work throughout the land.”

FACTS FROM THE CENSUS. 





‘The more interesting compilations of the Census 
Bureau are now beginning to appear. Take a recent 
bulletin—that pertaining to the area in square miles of 
states, territories and counties—for example. From it 
we learn that in water surface, bays, estuaries, seaways, 
lakes and rivers, Florida leads with 4,440 square miles, 
while next in the order named is Minnesota with 4,160 
square miles, North Carolina with 3,670 miles, Texas 
with 3,490 miles, Louisiana with 3,300 miles, Maine 
with 3,145 miles, Utah with 2,780 miles, California with 
2,380 miles, Maryland with 2,350 miles and Virginia 
with 2,324 miles. Delaware has the smallest water sur- 
face, 90 square miles. Which state or territory in the 
United States contains the largest county is a question 
that would stump the average man. But not for long, 
for reference to the census bulletin referred to would 
tell him that in Custer, Montana has a county of 20,490 
square miles, which makes it larger than any of the fol- 
lowing states: Maryland, Massachusetts, New Hamp- 
shire, New Jersey or Vermont. Add Vermont and New 
Hampshire together, and their area is less than that of 
Custer. Other large counties are San Bernardino in 
California, 19,947; Lincoln in Nevada, 19,437; Coco- 
nino in Arizona, 19,322; Nye in Nevada, 17,376; Chot- 
eau in Montana, 16,049, and Socorro in New Mexico, 
15,386. The largest county in Texas is El Paso, with 
9,353. There are about twenty-five counties in the 
United States larger than El Paso. Rhode Island nat- 
urally has the smallest county—Bristol, with 25 square 
miles. Custer county is more than 819 times larger than 
Bristol. These census bulletins should find a welcome 
place in all school rooms throughout the United States, 
for from their pages may be gleaned many interesting 
facts not contained in text-books.—Bradstreets.

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SHEET METAL DESIGNS. 





This example is a border or ornamental molding, 
and gives the pattern and half of the repeat. 

Having drawn the upper and lower horizontal lines, 
draw a b, e d, e f, and g h, the distance between them 
being equal. Then it will be seen that c d and g h are 
the center lines of the heart, and that a b and e f are 
the center lines of the tongue or leaf between the hearts. 
Now draw the curve j, and balance it by the curve 1 k. 
It will, of course, be understood that although the in- 
structions and lettering refer to the whole figure, it is 
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mtended that the corresponding lines in the repeat are 
to be drawn at the same time; in faci, whatever length 
of the molding is to be drawn, these divisions or com- 
partments should be first set out, and the single curve 
drawn in each before proceeding any further. On no 
account should one portion be completed before the 
others have been sketched, for as each set of curves is 
drawn, the drawing becomes more complex, and the diffi- 
culty of accurate balancing is increased. When these 
curves have been completed, the intereior ones which 
depend upon but are not parallel to them are to follow. 
In drawing these, the greatest care is necessary, so that 
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the curves may run gracefully downward, the space be- 
tween the inner and outer curves becoming gradually 
narrower. 

The center part at C is-now to be drawn, following 
the plan already laid down, viz.: to draw first the left 
and then the right side of the figure; and after this the 
leaves between the hearts are to be drawn in the same 
manner. 

This is a pattern for a running scroll, arranged 
so as to repeat; A will therefore join cn at B, and thus 
the design may be continued. 
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It will be seen that in order to equalize the spaces 
so as to carry on this arangement, the whole is divided 
into squares, and the central flower is placed on the in- 
tersection of the diagonals. 

In commencing this design, the general form is 
to be sketched of each roll rising out of the previous 
one. At this stage, no notice should be taken of the 
husks of the foliage, C, D, etc., but the scroll should be 
sketched as if consisting of the flowing stem only, and 
the husks should then be drawn outside the original 
form. 

Great care should be taken to insure the smooth 
spiral character of the curves. There must be no angu- 
lar breaks, but the eye must be carried onward towards 
the center of each scroll, and the husks must appear as 
additions, not as excrescences. In order to test the 
correctness of the forms, turn the sketch upside down, 
place it vertically, or in any other direction, and if the 
design has been correctly sketched, ihe scrolls should 
be equally perfect in whatever position they may be 
viewed. This should be repeatedly done during the 
progress of the work, so that any part which may be too 
full or too flat may be improved before the husks, 
flowers, foliage, or other details are udded. 
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HEATING WORK. 








OQ THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 
OF BENEFIT TO ALL TINNERS. 

I am very glad to see that the old rag-chewing 
match in the tinners’ page of THe AMERICAN ArTI- 
SAN is at last ended, and I hope for good, and something 
that will be of some benefit to all tinners has at last 
sprung up. And I think if we all put our minds on 
such questions as heating, roofing, steel ceilings and 
such questions we will have all we can attend to, and 
will be able to hold down jobs where we won’t have to 
chew the rag with each other over windmills. 

A GOOD PLAN. 

I think that Mr. 8. E. McLaughlin’s plan is one of 
the best for hot air heating I know of. I never be- 
lieved in using the return system entirely without a cold 
air connection. I do not believe that any furnace will 
work as well where the air is not taken from the out- 
side as when it is. 

PIPES SHOULD BE OF EQUAL LENGTH. 

My plan is this: First locate your furnace in such a 
position as to make all hot air pipes as near an equal 
length as possible. I usually make my cold air duct at 
least two-thirds the capacity of all the hot air pipes, 
and run it under the cellar floor. My vent pipes I 
usually make about one-third the size of the hot air 
pipe of the same room. I sometimes have, where the 
parties wanted returns run back to the furnace, run the 
vent pipes from the first floor to the cellar and con- 
nected them all together, so that they all made one large 
pipe the capacity of all of them, just before they got 
to the furnace. I then put in a tee that run down into 
the furnace pit and connected the other end of my vent 
pipe with the vent flue of the chimney. I put a damper 
in the lower section of the tee and one in the section 
that goes to the chimney. You can readily see that 
by closing the cold air damper and closing the one in 
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the section of the foul air pipe that goes to the chim- 
ney and opening the one that goes to the furnace pit 
you have a complete circulation. But I have noticed, 
where this method is used that they usually use the cold 
air entirely, for it don’t take them long to find out that 
it is much healthier and much quicker heat than when 
the return flue system is depended upon entirely. 


PROOF OF THE BEST METHOD. 


If you wish to prove to yourself which heats the 
quickest there is a very simple way you have to prove 
it. Take a house or building of any kind, do not ad- 
mit any fresh air and build your fire and see how long 
it will take to warm the building. Then the next day 
try it again, only have your windows open for 15 or 20 
minutes, and note the difference in the amount of fuel 
you use and the difference in the length of time it takes 
you to warm your building. 


DESIRES THE BEST METHOD. 


In my opinion good pure, fresh air, with vent pipes 
of sufficient capacity to carry off the foul air, is the 
only correct way to do a hot air heating job. - But at the 
same time I know that there is lots of men that have 
forgotten more than I ever knew, do not think so, and 
if I can be convinced that my way is not the best, I 
should certainly adopt the method that I thought was 
the best, for that is what-our department in THE AMER- 
ICAN ARTISAN is for, to let different men express their 
opinions, then we have a chance to study the different 
“methods and try the ones we think the best. I have 
‘only been at the business about ten years, but have 
worked in several different states in towns both large 
and small, but I have always had THe AMERICAN ARTI- 
san follow me wherever I went, and I believe I have 
gotten as much benefit from it almost as I got from my 
three years’ apprenticeship. Let us hear from some of 
our older tinners who have put most a lifetime at the 
business. Such letters as S. E. McLaughlin and C. W. 
Van Dusen write I love to read. I would also like to 
hear from G. E. Laube. Such questions as these will 
soon tell who the mechanics are.

solid ; this is for perpendicular work. Horizontal work is 
done the same way, but to hold the hot lead while you 
make the pour take some putty and twist it into the 
shape of a one-inch rope and coil it around the shoulder 
of the bell, make a small hole in the putty on top to 
pour in the lead; use a ladle large enough to make one 
pour do the work.

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Furnaces Warm Air. 
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WEALTH FRO SCRAPS. 





Thousands of tons of tin scrap have been annually 
consigned to the scrap heaps which accumulate at fac- 
tories and shops where tinware in its various forms is 
manufactured. Its familiar glitter is a feature of every 
garbage dump-on vacant lots, and even the practical 
billygoat, who views all matter from a standpoint of 
utility, has never solved the problem of its usefulness. 

Of the three plants now in operation using the 
process referred to, two are located in this country, the 
third being established in Belgium, where the first ex- 
periments were made. All are yielding es re- 
turns in the way of profits. When it is known that tin 
scrap can be transported across the continent and profit- 
ably treated, one may have a fair appreciation of the ex- 
tent of savings accomplished from what has heretofore 
been considered absolute waste. 

Not only is the tin metal coating thus saved, but 
when it is removed from the plates or sheets which 
constitute the body of tin plate the latter can be utilized 
by the steel mills for rerolling into some merchantable 
form of steel. This cannot be done until the tin coating 
has been removed. Hence the new process not only ef- 
fects a saving of the tin metal, but renders the remain- 


ing scrap fit for use again. 

Although the general feature of the methods em- 
ployed for separating the tin metal from the steel are 
well known, t th 


e vital secret, which is carefully ne 





by the inventor, lies i in certain details of digiiiel treat- 
ment and handling, a correct knowledge of which is es- 
sential to successful results. Electricity is an active 
agent in the process, and it requires a costly plant 
equipped with expensive machinery to carry on the 
work. But obviously enough detailed descriptions of the 
plant and process are not obtainable for publication.— 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

BRADSTREETS’ ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 

The editor of Bradstreets’ telegraphs us this ad- 
vanced- report of the iron and steel situation : 

Iron and steel have made steady progress alike in 
the volume of sales and in the matter of prices. The 
long expected advance in structural material came this 
week, with a gain of from $2 to $4 in beams. Chan- 
nels and similar products other than finished products 
are active and strong. Pig iron has been more active 
than for some time past. A feature being reported 
of sales at Pittsburg of 40,000 tons of Bessemer pig on 
a basis of $1,725, delivered at Pittsburg, and 2,000 
tons of billets are also reported sold at $24. At least 
twenty Mahoning, Shenango and Cleveland district 
furnaces are reported in a combination to improve the 
situation as to Bessemer pig. The feeling grows that 
iron and ore prices will not be far from $450 per ton, 
and current figures point to smaller shipments of goods 
abroad, but the strength noted in foreign markets last 
week may postpone and even temporarily avert the 
decline of our export business. 





WIRE NAILS. 
Carload lots of wire nails are quoted at $2.45 and 
small lots are quoted at $2.55. The demand is very 
heavy. 





CUT NAILS. 
Cut nails are selling much better than they were 
a year ago at this time. The price for small lots is 
$2.35. 





BARB WIRE. 

Barb wire is in very heavy demand, particularly 
in southern territory. Painted barb wire is $2.75 in 
carload and $2.85 in smaller lots, and galvanized barb 
wire is $3.05 in carload, and $3.15 in smaller lots. 
Plain wire is in very good demand. The price for car- 
load lots is $2.40 base, small lots from stock are $2.40 
base.
